Project Description

Au Gres-Sims students, working with a host of regional, state, and national partners including the U.S.
Fish and Wildlife Service, Huron Pines, and the Northeast Michigan Great Lakes Stewardship
Initiative, are continuing their longitudinal STEM research studies. These experientially designed
learning projects focus on invasive species and greenhouse propagation of the threatened and federally
protected Pitcher’s Thistle plant on Big Charity Island. Big Charity Island, located within the school
district’s boundaries, is part of the Michigan Islands National Wildlife Refuge.
